other countries are not indulging 
in idle threats when they promise 
to sabotage any war.in which the 
Soviets are the enemy. In France 
and Italy, at least, they have a 
very considerable following and, 
unlike Fascist fifth columns, they 
have been trained for a quarter 
century in Guerrilla tactics and 
industrial sabotage. They also are 
extremely gifted propagandists. 

Now, they must have known 
what the general reaction to their 
recent statements would be. They 
obviously reckoned that al- 
though open declarations of nat- 
ional treason would enrage the 
people. They aiso would frighten 
them. And they believe in the 
political power of icar. 

The chief fear consuming the 
European peoples today is that in 
case of war the- Soviet armies 
would not be halted at the elbe; 
that they would overrun Europe; 
that they would set up communist 
regimes and institute a barbaric 
reign of terror; and many argue 
that-in such an eventuality it 
might be better to bargain on the 
Polish and Czech model fer na- 
tive communistic governments. 

People underrate the populals 
power of this argument. Polish 
communists facing 2% hostile pop- 
ulation blandly asked, ‘which 
would you rather have? the Sov- 
iet armies or us?” And European 
communists also ask, ‘‘which 
would you rather have? War, in 
which caSe we promise you the 
Soviet armies whom we will wel- 





come, or a different policy al- 
together?” < 
| Now,-no matter how you cut 


the cloth, military alliances are 
made for war. And war is pre- 
cisely what the people of west- 
ern Europe fear aboye everything 
‘else. The western nations are not 
responsible for splitting Europe in 
two. That was the work of the 
Soviets who want a “free’’ Europe 
their way or not at all. 

But I doubt whether it is politi- 
cally ‘sound for the United States 
to ratify the split of Europe into} 
two armed: camps, with specific 
nations singled out for defense 
| against a specific power it would 
seem more irtelligent to propose 
a pact with all nations determined 

resist aggression, open to all, 
neluding the Soviet Union, and 
to call for the strengthening of 
the United 
definitions of agression and pre- 
paration for aggression. 

This would not end the com- 
munist efforts, but it might pull 
a rug from under their propa- 
ganda. 

We are not doing nearly enough 
to put the Soviets politically on 
the defensive. Th2 best way to 
do so is to inquire over and over 
again why they will not join in 





of collective security. Or at least, 
so it seems to this columnist.
